young Franklin Roosevelt, Jr., is seen 
helping the beautiful Ethel du Pont 
into a car.

think?" they buzz. 


They remember the warring of the 


du Pont clan on the New Deal. 


"Imagine a du Pont marrying a 


Roosevelt!" 


So goes the refrain since Mr. and 


Mrs. Eugene 'du Pout announced the 
engagement of their daughter to the 
son and namesake- of the President. 


But the real surprise is not that a 


du Pont plans to mnrry a Roosevelt in 
June, but that the two clans never 
were united by marriage before. The 
1wo families have long, romantic his- 
tories, their paths have crossed before, 
and 
they have been 
powerful for 


generations. 


Of Ancient Lineage 


It i;; even possible that Ixjforc the 


French revolution the du Ponts knew 
of the Delanos, the President's family 
on lib; mother's side. In the turmoil 
leading to the revolution the Delanos, 
•who were known as the DC La Noycs, 
and the du Ponts were active in 
Huguenot circles in France. 


When Victor du Pone made an ex- 


ploratory trip up the Hudson to Al- 
bany in 1787, the Hoosevclts and De- 
lanos were already wcllknown around 
New York. 


All three families have been prolific. 


All three have taken a warm interest in 
their communities. Each has a home 
about which the clan revolves. Both 
the Rooscvelt.s and 1he du Ponts arc 
Episcopalians; both have old churches 
in which ceremonies have marked the 
christenings, marriages and deaths for 
generations. The du Punts are now in 
their eighth generation on American 
soil, the Roosevelt:; in their tenth. 


Like Father, Like Son 


In the three cluns have been all man- 


ner of professional men, politicians, 
merchants and .sea-going men. 
But 


each family has a special aptitude 
which has engaged a majority of its 
men. 
The Delanos have been pre- 


dominantly shippers, the Roosevelts 
merchants; the du Ponls have stayed 
close to their original gun-powder 
mills. 


Ajnong the: Rooscvelts and the du 


Ponts the interests of the first genera- 
tion have persisted to the present. The 
Roosevelts still are taught to sail boats 
almost as soon as.they can spell the 
name. The young du Ponts grow up 
knowing that they will be expected to 
take their place in tin: great corpora- 
tion which has developed from their 
ancestors' original black powder mills, 
which still stand on the Brandywine 
i ivcr near the homes of the clan. 


The RoosevclUj have sent two Presi- 


dents to Washington. The du Pont* 
have been represented by a senator. 
Coleman, elected in 1U24, and a son-in- 
law. Rep. Colgate Uarden, Jr., who was 
in the house from Virginia last ses- 
sion. 


Marriages Wilhiii Clans 


Both clans have been so large and 


sclf-fufficient 
that there has been 


much intermarrying. In the present 
generation of adults, the President i.s 
a distant cousin of his wife, and Irenee 
du Pont, a distant cousin of the bride- 
to-be, is married to his distant cousin 
Irene du Pont. Divorces have been al- 
most unheard of until recently.

on American soil was Philippe De La

the like. Perhaps tlial made the shar- 
ers feel they enjoyed a sort of priv- 
ileged status.

Incidentally, the information going 


into the hands of the social security 
board about what each man earns 
could provide the government first 
hand data on whit might be expected 
from any income tax that reached 
down into the lower salary brackets. 
Much of this information is known 
now, of course, in a general way. Un- 
der the social security act it pays a 
wage earner to get credit for all he 
earns as it means more in the retire- 
ment envelope. Income taxes, on the 
other hand, work in the opposite di- 
rection.

Not 15e Claimed by Another John Smith? 


-rE wayu earner who applies for a Social Security account is cau- 
lioned not to ku.o the account identification card which he will re- 


ceive through the same channel by which he filed his application. Ben- 
efits at 65 will be based on wage credits on his Social Security account, 
but loss of his account card is not irreparable; he can get another. 


The procedure which makes this assurance possible follows: the 


worker answers the few simple questions as to name and address, date 
and place of birth, and father's and mother's full names, signs his ap- 
plication and sends it lo his local postoffice by one of five ways, none 
of wlu'ch requires postage. The local postoffice .sends the application to 
a "typing center." The typing centers are the 1072 first-class postoffices. 
There the following things are done: 


(1) The initial Social Security Board office record and a dupli 


catc arc made. 


(2) The account idcutificiJmn card and a duplicate are made. 
(3> Original of the account identification card is sent to the em- 


ploy1-' through the same channel he used in making his application. 


HI The initial Social Security Board office recorrlj and the appli- 


cation for account are sent to the Baltimore officf of the Social 
Security Board. 


(51 The duplicate Social Security Board office record is filed in 


the typing center in alphabetical order.

The duplicate account identification card is filed in the typing 


center in numerical order. 


The worker's account will always bear the same number, regardless 


of whether he is steadily employed. 


With 27 pages of "Smiths" in the Manhattan telephone directory 


alone, workers perhaps wonder what assurance they have that their 
accounts will not be claimed by other workers of the same name. 


However, so efficient and ingenious is the record-keeping system 


that there is virtually no possibility of confusion arising. 


For a situation of such confusion to arise the following improbable 


conditions would have tu exist: two workers with the same Christian, 
middle, and surnames would'have to have been born un the same day. 
month, and year in the same to'vn, of fathers with identical Christian, 
middle, and surnames, and mothers of identical maiden names, the two 
employes would have to be employed by companies of the same name 
at the .••cUiie business addicus and have made application for accounts on 
the same date.

Ducks Plentiful 


Hunters who started their shooting 


season Thanksgiving found more than 
three times as many ducks as came to 
Arkansas last year, the state game and 
fish commission reported. These birds 
came to this state, the planning board 
said, down the biggest of four flyways 
that sweep across the United 'States. 


The Board, in a chapter of its annual 


report released Saturday, described 
the Mississippi flyway as having an 
eastern 
boundary 
running through 


southern Ontario, Western Lake Erie, 
across Ohio and Indiana to the Mis- 
sissippi valley where it follows closely 
the river to its mouth. The western 
boundary merges with the central 
flyway in Eastern Nebraska, Western 
Missouri and Arkansas but is marked 
by a line drawn from Saskathewan, 
through Montana, along northwestern 
Louisana and southeastern Texas. 


"Conservationists now know 
that 


birds have a strong attachment for 
their ancestral flyways and this fact is 
having an important bearing on the 
solution of the migratory waterfowl 
problems," the Planning Board said. 
"It indicates that if the birds should 
be exterminated in any one of the four 
major flyways now definitely estab- 
lished, it would be many years before 
that region could be restocked." 


Preserves Needed 


The state has not provided funds for 


the purchase of game preserves, those 
operated in the state resulting from 
what the board describes as "co-oper- 
ation of public-spirited landowners 
who have given the state term leases 
on their lands." There are 11 such 
leases varying from 8,320 acres to 3(i,000 
and totaling 202,550 acres. 


On each of these refuges is stationed 


a keeper whose duty it is to police the 
area under his jurisdiction, undertak- 
ing to control the predators, prevent 
fore.st fires and, in some instances, lo 
clear and cultivate food patches as 
required by the abundance of game. 
These refuges arc located in Clark, 
Howard, Ashley, Dallas, Washington 
Grant, Monroe, Saline, Ouachita and 
Drew counties.

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Cross-Eye Needs Early Treatment

For -a long time any attempt to rem- 


edy tross-eyes in children was pre- 
yentctt because people -thought cross- 
-eyes were due to fright, shock, prena- 
tal impressions of the mother, or sim- 
ilar superstitious reasons. 


A squint or wall-eye may develop 


from excessive strains placed on the 
.external muscle of the eye by the ex- 
'tra effort in seeing when there is an 
extreme degree of near-sightedness. 
j : Any straining of -the eye or imbal- 


sance of the- muscles may result 
'cross-eyes or squint. 
j_ Many people believe that children 
.outgrow cross-eyes. This may Jiap- 
-pen, but, in other instances, -the sight 
<j£<a crossed .eye may never develqp 
ancf frequently.-the squint or crossed 
-eye becomes worse as time goes on. 


Early daiagnosis and treatment of 


this condition are essential for best 
results. As soon as it is noticed that 
a child is cross-eyed, a specialist in 
diseases of the eye should be consult- 
ed. He will make a thorough examin- 
ation, and decide .on the propcrt treat- 
ment.

Most people have some minor mus-1 


cte out of balance in -their eyes. One i 
rrfuscle will pull harder than the oth- 
rt and the strong one will overcome 


the weak one. 


When both eyes are open, the stim- 


j ulus coming from the brain can sup- 
ply enough extra effort through .the 
weak muscle to keep, the eyes lined 
up. With both eyes open and seeing, 
we will see double if one eye turns out 
of line with the other. 


In the case of cross-eyes, the person 


affected may avoid seeing double by 
using only one eye at a time. 


This happens also in persons who 


have one eye farsighted and the other 
nearsighted. If the eyes are not bal- 
anced suitably with proper glasses, 
only one eye will be used at a time 
for seeing. If this is not corrected, the 
good eye will be used and the weak one 
will turn. 


Sometimes good results are secured 


merely by prescribing eyeglasses which 
will tend to hold the two eyes in posi- 
tion. 
» 


Children have been found able to 


tolerate glasses at the age of 15 months. 
•*Ihe earlier the glasses are used, the 
more valuable will be their effect. 


The surgical procedure for overcom- 
ng cross-eyes is most certain. Proper 
placement of the eye muscles will tend 
to bring .one eye back into proper re- 
lationship to the other eye, and will 
permit binocular vision. 


The operation will not improve the 


vision, but will prevent the vision 
from being lost through failure to use 
the eye successfully.

Book Sets Gullible Mankind Right 


Mankind's odd custom of believing 


so many things that aren't so is exam- 
ined by Vilhjalmur Slefansson in an 
entertaining book, "Adventures in Er- 
ror" (McBridc: $3). 


Mr. Stcfansson points out that some 


of our mo.st cherished beliefs have no 
basis in fact. Many of them deal 
with the Arctic, and Mr. Stefansson is 
well qualified to discuss them. 


The Arctic is the land of eternal 


snow, tremendous blizzards, and no 
trees, RS everybody knows. Well, says 
Mr. Stefansson, the average snowfall 
on the U. S.-Cuuaclian border is far 
heavier than that of the extreme Arc- 
tic. The blizzards of that part of the 
country are worse than Arctic bliz- 
zurds. And there are forests with trees 
70 feet tall, well inside the Arctic Cir- 
cle. 


Nor is that all. The musk-ox of Ihe 


far north does not live on lichens, but 
on flowering plants—which grow in 
profusion despite the "eternal snow." 
Mo.st Eskimos have never seen a snow 
house. On a good sumer day it will be 
as hot in upper Alaska as in Ohio. 


Mr. Stefansson has his most fun, 


however, with the famous bathtub 
hoax. 


You doubtless have seen stories about 


how the first bathtub in America was 
built in Cincinnati in 1845, how the 
White House never possessed a tub 
until Millard Fillmore's administra- 
tion, and how Boston once had a law 
barring bathtubs? It's all false. 


H. L. Mencken did it. In 1917 he 


wrote a kidding story, embodying 
those "facts," in a New York news- 
paper. To his amazement, everyone 
believed it. To this day Mencken's 
spoofing is solemnly accepted as gos- 
pel, despite his amused efforts to set 
people right.
